Its strategic importance in 
the modern sense has been oddea 
in this century by {ts position as 
the junction of two important trunk 
railways—north and south from 
Tientsln to Pukow (Nanking) and 
east and west along: the Lungha 
fine from the coast to tho intcrior. 
-A town of handicrafts rather 
than industrial production, Hsuchow 
has normal population of about 
250.000, What. it has now, with the 
enormous influx of refugees from 
Shantung and Honan Provinces, Is 
uncertain, but European residents 
estimate the total around 800,000.
